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tionary Federation, the most powerful and representative group among the 
Armenians in America is the ARMENIAN DEMOCRATIC LIBERAL PARTY, sometimes 
called the ARMENIAN DEMOCRATIC LIBERAL CLUBS. The Armenian name of this 
organization is RAMGAVAR AZADAGAN GOUSAGTZOUTUNE . 


This group represents a historical background of some forty years. In 
its present form, it is the amalgamation of two separate organizations, 
U) Hai Ramgavar Gousagtzoutune; (2) Hai Agadagan Gousagtzoutune. 

The merger took place in 1921, as both groups represented the same ideals 
ana similar political and patriotic aspirations. Ever since, they have 
worked under their newly-adopted name - the ARMENIAN DEMOCRATIC LIBERAL 
PARTY. 


ffhe prime motive of this organization was the liberation of Armenia from 
the urkish yoke. It was, and still is, a patriotic organization, al- 
though its name lends weight to the belief that it has been purely a 
plitical group. 


Although, like DASHAGS.this organization harbors the ideal that Turkish 
Aremnia should be liberated from Turkish rule, it does not represent a 
powerful force to back up its claims, if occasions arise for doing so. 

It is, to one’s mind, more of an educational group than a political or- 
ganization. Its membership is small and it has no financial standing to 
speajc of. It relies on its newspapers in preaching its doctrines and 
the leading members of the organization strive to keep alive amon- the 
Armenians the spirit of patriotism and national aspirations by the 
spoken word. Its political beliefs are expressed openly in its press. 
Although the organization does not have a large membership, it claims a 
popular following of appreciable size* 


Ever since the downfall of the Armenian Republic in 1920, the members 
of the ARMENIAN DEMOCRATIC LIBERAL PARTY have been friendly yet loyal 
opponents of the newly-created Soviet Armenian Republic. 

Time and again the press of this group has been outspoken and critical 
°f the Communist regime in Armenia, yet friendly and loyal towards the 
people bhab inhabib bhe counbry* 

The organization has been functioning on its liberal constitution, which 
is based on democratic concepts. . 

J? 6 f *? endly * t ^ itude of this organization towards Soviet Armenia springs 
from the conviction that the Armenian Republic, by adopting the Soviet 

fatien ^ £ ° ther Choi ° e in view of the geographical lo- 

cation ol the country. When Armenia adopted its present Soviet regime 

it was being threatened from the south by the militant Turkish army.

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RAMGAVARS all over the world and in the United States claim that 
Armenia, under Soviet regime, found tranquillity and safety, which 
otherwise was denied to that bleeding country. 

Adopting a policy of loyal opposition, RAMGAVARS have been constantly 
criticising the Soviet regime, regarding Communism as inimical to the 
best interests of the Armenian nation, whose history is full of nat- 
ional and religious traditions that have bharacterized the Armenian 
as the first nation that adopted Christianity as a national doctrine 
yet, maintaining at the same time, the belief that even under that 
undemocratic form of government, the country found peace and prosperity 
unknown to it£ and that, under the circumstances, until a better period 
prevails in the country, more to the liking of democractically-minded 
people, it is a sane policy not to fight the regime and imperil the 
safety of the population. 


In pursuing a middle-of-the-road policy, RAMGAVARS have been equally 
critical of the policies adopted by Dashnags and Harchtimagans (two 
groups now functioning in this country) toward the Soviet Armenia; the 
former criticising everything that pertains to Soviet Armenia and the 
latter praising everything Communistic, not only in Soviet Armenia 
but in Russia and even in the United State s«

To understand and explain the courses adopted by the two mentioned 
groups, it should be stated that Dashnags formerly were in power in 
Armenia in 1918-1920 before their ouster by Communist Armenians who 
are now in charge of the government. 


HARCHTIMAGANS are regarded by the Armenians as the Armenian branch of 
the American Communist Party in the United States; hence their out- 
spoken loyalty to Soviet Armenia and everything Communist. 


The editorial policy of the RAMGAVAR official organ, Baikar Daily, has 
been critical of all Stalin's major policies. This is in keeping 
with the party policy. However, individual writers, such as A. N. 
NAZAR, have been friendly towards the Soviet policies, with a view in 
mind that "paper opposition" does not influence Russian policies, but 
it may affect the Armenian Republic. Thus, it can be said that favor- 
able comment by RAMGAVARS and their writers toward Soviet Union is 
motivated by a desire not to displease Kremlin and draw its wrath on 
Armenia . 

Although all of the members of the ARMENIAN DEMOCRATIC PARTY are firm 
believes in a democratic form of government, they are, it should be 
pointed out, Armenians of the old school with sentimental attachments 
toward their mother country.

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"That there are three important groups among the Armenian political 
party : The Dashnags , the Democratic Liberal Party and a third 

party which has changed its name several times, and which is connec- 
ted with the Communists • I believe the organ of the third group is 
published in Mew York City. Newspapers published in Boston belong 
to the first two groups. The Dashnag Club is or was socialistic in 
its leanings and represented the revolutionary element. Their aim, 
before the last war, the Informant Stated, was the liberation of 
Armenia and the establishment of independent rule They came into 
power immediately after the Russian Revolution and had a Government 
"khe Armenian Republic. Members of this group were in the Arme- 
nian Delegation to the Peace Conference.^ 


"The Republic of Armenia was overthrown by the Bolshevists and the 
Dashnags were ousted by the Armenian Bolshevists,, -and it was then 
that Armenia became Soviet Armenia. I think that it is this fact, 
more than any other, which expresses their hatred of and their bit- 
ter antagonism towards the Communists, and, hence, their criticism 
of Armenia as part of the Soviet Union. They have been violently 
opposed to any more or measure which would establish friendly rela- 
tions between the Armenian Colonies abroad and the Armenians in 
Armenia. They seem to have modified their attitude now, and claim 
that since Russia is on the side of the democracy, better relations 
should be established with Armenia. However, their general attitude 
is still critical. 


The DEMOCRATIC LIBERAL PARTY was known earlier as the DEMOCRACTIC 
UNION, but twenty years ago they merged with the LIBERAL UNION. I 
know hardly anything about the latter, but the DEMOCRATIC UNION 
represents the more conservative element, and was supported largely 
by the Armenian Bourgeoisie. Strangely enough, it is this group 
which seems more friendly toward Soviet Armenia. Although they do 
not sympathize with the Communist doctrines, I think that their 
feeling is that since the only national, or, more or less indepen- 
dent government is that of Soviet Armenia, one should have friendly 
relations with this group, and, instead of encouraging further di- 
version among the Armenians, they should try to support and encourage 
the national life in Armenia. They have favored sending money for 
cultural activities as well as helping construction in Armenia. They 
have also sent medical supplies and helped the humanitarian organize- 


I know very little about the Communist organization, except that they 
have been very troublesome at different times, and their continual 
struggle with the Dashnags has emphasized differences and misunder- 
standings. As far as religious attitude of these Parties are con- 
cerned, the Democratic Liberal Party lias always supported the Church 
and continues to do so. The Dashnags used to support the Church and 
many of them were free thinkers. The Communist Party is obviously 
opposed to religious thought." J 
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Mr. K. S. PAPA2IAN, who is a member of the Armenian Democratic 
Liberal Party, and who wrote the book "Patriotism Perverted", 
which is a history of the Armenian Revolutionary Federation, ad- 
vised that the Armenian Democratic Liberal Party can be compared 
to the Democratic Party in this country. The Party was originally 
organized as a revolutionary party to free Armenia from Turkey. 

The organization has now lost its revolutionary ideas. He stated 
that the Party has been accused of being Communistic, but this is 
not true. 

Mr. PAPAZIAN stated that his organization dislikes Communism and 
Soviet Government, but under the Soviet Government, Armenia has 
had peace and some prosperity for twenty years. If the Soviet 
Government was ousted from Armenia, the country would probably be 
taken over by the Turks, which, in his opinion, would be much 
worse than Russian domination. The attitude of the Armenian 
Democratic Liberal Party is that they do not 'agree with Communism 
but as long as Armenia has been better under Russia than any other 
country, and since they are too weak to maintain their indepen- 
dence, the country should be left alone and no trouble stirred up. 

A review of typical issues of the BAIKAR , the official organ of 
the ARMENIAN DEMOCBRTIC LIBERAL PARTY, as translated, by Confiden- 
tial Informant Tl, is quoted below: 

"ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE UNITED STATES 

"Reprints from American newspapers, apart from the current news, are 
more numerous than in HAIRENIK . Every day one or two editorials, 
especially those from the New York Times, the New York Herald Tri- 
bune and the Christian Science Monitor are translated. The neces- 
sity of increasing the war effort and coordinating all activities 
is emphasized. 

"Several articles are devoted to the meeting of the New England 
Foreign Language Press with high praise of the speech made by the 
President of this meeting, confidence in the ideals of freedom ex- 
pressed and the assurance that there will be no discrimination 
against newspapers because of the language in which they are pub- 
lished. 

"Criticism of the pardon granted to the Communist leader ,. EARL BROWDER, 
Though the action was taken in the name of national union it seems 
doubtful that it will further unity. The writer does not believe 
that BROWDER was set free at the instigation of the Soviets, though 
doubtless the President's act will be interpreted in this manner by 
certain elements* 

"Editorial on the 'I am an American Day. * These words can be re- 
peated with pride by Armenians living in this country. Praise of 
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American democracy. Armenians are more keenly aware' than others of 
the rare privilege of being an American Citizen, for they have al- 
ways fought for the ideals of freedom and they have suffered under 
despotic rules. 


"ATTITUDE TOWARDS TURKEY 


Turkey will never get into the war of her own will. She never has 
and never will fight for others for an ideal, or in order to be 
faithful to treaties and to promises. One may feel sure that Tur- 
key will not fight even to defend her soil; the Germans will doubt- 
less take advantage of this and invade the country. 

Translation of an article by ROBERT LOW in Liberty on Turkey's 
position and whether Turkey will fight or not. The Turkish soldier 
is good but he is very badly equipped. 

"Several articles summarizing Turkey's acts and promises after the 
Russo-Turkish war. The promises made by Turkey and the engagements 
she had taken at the Treaties of Berlin and San Stephano about re- 
forms in Armenia were never kept; on the contrary instead of improv- 
ing the situation, the persecutions were continued (massacres of 
1895 and 1896. The Young Turks also made promises which they never 
kept. The statement of the Russian Foreign Minister, LOBANOFF, to 
the British Ambassador remains true; Turkey never changes. 

'In speakihg of the Atlantic Charter and the acceptance of its 
principles by the Soviets, it is stated that a spot is case on this 
bright picture by the general attitude towards Turkey, for it is in 
contradiction with the ideals expressed in this Charter. Some 
American writers and military analysts are aware of the fact that 
Turkey will stabl the Allies in the back, just as Italy stabbed 
France, should the Allied position in the near East be endangered. 

Yet Allied diplomacy is continuing its friendly relations and send 
ing supplies to Turkey. If Turkey does not act against the Allies 
it will be only because the latter are victorious and in this case 
the Turks will exploit their neutrality and pretend that they were 
opposed to the Axis and friendly to the Allies^. 

ATTITUDE TOWARDS RUSSIA 

Collaboration between Great Britain, the United States and Russia 
is the greatest hope for a lasting peace. In answer to those who 
hold Russia and the Hitler-Stalin pact responsible for the war, it 
is stated that Russia was let down by the western powers; at the 
time of the Munich Pact, Russia feared that the Western powers and 
Germany might come to an understanding and allow or encourage a 
German attacks of Russia. Comments on the speach made by Archibald 
MacLeish concerning those who are not pleased by the alliance with 
Russia and who would rather lose the war than win it with Russian 
assistance. Fortunately, such men form a small minority.

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"Several articles, or translations of articles and editorials in 
American newspapers, praising the Red Amy and showing the help 
brought by Russia to the common cause* The Russians have opened 
the road to victory. 

"Comments on Stalin's speech of May 1st. This speech shows a growing 
confidence in victory and a calm assurance which contrasts with 
Hitler's tone. The May speech, when compared with Stalin's speech 
of February 22nd, shows that the dissatisfaction felt at that time 
with Great Britain and the United States no longer exists; in place 
of the complaints that Russia was fighting along, there is praise of 
British and American assistance. 

"The attitude of the United States and Great Britain towards the 
Soviet Union should serve as an example to all non-Communist Arme- 
nians; th^at attitude also justifies the line followed by Armenians 
who tried oo maintain relations with Soviet Armenia. Though many 
aspects of the international situation of Armenia may be cfciticized, 
it is easy enough to image what would have been the fact of Armenia 
if she did not have the military protection of the powerful Soviet 
Amy. If the United States and Great Britain are collaborating with 
Russia in spite of their important ideological differences, there is 
all the more reason for Armenians to do so, for Armenia, even though 
a Soviet state, is their mother country. By laying too much stress 
on ideological differences, this much needed collaboration could be 
endangered. 

"Great satisfaction is expressed at the Anglo-Soviet alliance, the 
understanding with the United States and the acceptance by Russia of 
the principles of the Atlantic Charter.; 


"It is to be hoped that when peace is restored and the Soviet Union 
no longer has to fear foreign attacks or internal revolution, the 
despotic methods used in Russia will disappear^ 

ARMENIAN QUESTIONS 


"Criticism of the action of the Armenian delegates from Russiat at 
the time of the election of the Catholicos of Cilicia. They were 
guided by political rather than religious considerations; that is 
contrary to the Armenian tradition which considers the relates as 
religious leaders and not as political leaders. However, the fail- 
ure of the election is being exploited by the Tashnags. The dele- 
gates from Armenia did not actually veto the election but they 
withdrew from the meeting. It is very important that a person who 
is to hold a high office, like that of the Catholicos of Cilicia, 
should enjoy the confidence and esteem of everyone. Thi,s does not 
seem to have been the case with the present candidate, and, every- 
thing considered, it is better that there should have been no elec- 
tion at all, rather than electing the wrong candidate. It is to be 
hoped that before the next meeting all dissentions will ha^^dis- 
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sentions will have disappeared and that no political Considerations 
will be introduced in an election which is primarily a religious 
one. 


"Reproduction of sin editorial from the newspaper AREV published in 
Cairo, Egypt, begging the Soviets to set free the Armenia intellec- 
tuals who are still in prison. 

Reports on the Armenians living in Syria and Lebanon and the forma- 
tion of a league to fight with Russia and the United Nations against 
Nazism. 

"Denial of the statement of HAERENIK that the Democratic Liberal 
Union accused the Tashnags of being Fifth Columnists. This is a 
mis interpretation; BAIKAR wrote that this rumor was spread by the 
Turks .<^' 

"Many reports of the activities of the Armenian General Benevolent 
Union and denial of the allegations of the Tashnags that the Demo- 
cratic Liberal Union wishes to control the A. G. B. U. 

"Memorial Day in honor of the victims of the Armenian massacres and 
deportations which started on April 24, 1915. This must be a day of 
determination for all Armenians to remain faithful to the high 
ideals for which over a million gave their lives; these ideals are 
to love the Armenian nation, the Armenian church and freedom. The 
responsibility of this unparalleled crime rests on the Turks but 
the Germans have also a part in it. They could easily have pre- 
vented these gassacres; instead of this, they were favorable to the 
measures taken by the Turks and by means of which Armenia and Asia 
Minor were cleared of a hard working people who might have become 
a barrier to the commercial and economic expansion of the Germans. 
Theintention of the Turks was to destroy the Armenians, so that 
they should no longer form a national with national claims. 

"Many calls for donations to help Armenians living in Russia and 
abroad, as well as for the Armenian war prisoners in Germany. Such 
help is not merely a charitable act but one of national defense. 

Those who have escaped from the cruel sufferings and persecutions 
should be presetved at all costs, for they are needed for the fut- 
ure of the nation. Calls also to contribute for the Armenian Soviet 
Army, even though Armenians in Armenia and abroad are in greater need. 

"Comments on the ’Armenian Day' to be celebrated in New York on May 
17. Such a celebration is not in contradiction with that of the 
’I am an American Day*; Armenians can be loyal to both countries, 
but this Rouble loyalty means greater sacrifices, greater donations. 
The ’Armenian Day’ of the present time differs from similar days 
celebrated during the last war and which were held to receive the 
help of the Americans for suffering Armenia. The present celebra- 
tion has another meaning, it shows that Armenia is' among the United

Nations fighting for freedom. Criticism of the fact that 
Armenians did not participate in the manifestation organi- 
zed in the Boston G ar dens on Flag Day. It is the duty of 
the Armenians to make it known to others that Armenians are 
also fighting at the side of the United Nations. 

"A number of articles on the Armenian Church, its history and 
traditions. Regrets that the younger generations know so 
little about the past history of their country and are losing 
their Armenian national feeling. The church has always been 
and must remain the unifying element and in becoming Americans, 
the younger people should not fogget that* they are also Arme- 
nians . 


Criticism of those groups which, while preaching unity, have made 
every effort in the last twenty years to foster an inimical 
attitude toward Soviet Armenia. They have exaggerated the de- 
fects and weaknesses and they have suppressed the news of the 
vast work of reconstruction which has' been done. This attitude 
has done no good, either to themselves or to the American 
cause. It is of the utmost importance that Armenians living 
abroad should remain attached to Armenia, even if they are 
separated from the Soviets on ideological grounds. The geo- 
graphic position of Armenia makes it clear that real assistance 
and protection has to come from Russia and not from the Western 
European Nations.” 


In view of the fact that there is no indication that this organi- 
zation is Communistic in its views, no further investigation is 
being conducted in this matter.

No information in 
Boston Police Department filos concerning tho subject organiza- 
tion.

References Bureau letter dated January 9, 1942 (61-1364). 

Details; Officer BENNY GOODMAN, Radical Squad, Boston Police Department, 

stated that thero is no information in the files of that depart- 
ment concerning the RUMGG7SRS other than tho material sot out in 
reference litter. Officor GOODMAN informed that ho first learned 
of this organization in 1934. That yoar. Archbishop TOURIAN, prol- 
ato of the Armenian Church in Amorica, was assassinated in the 
Holy Cross Amonian Church of New York. This incident caused a 
riot between tho RUMK3\Tr.RS and the Amonian Revolutionary Federa- 
tion, also known as "Dashnags. " 

Each organisation blamed the other for the crime and fiqsa riot- 
ing took placo in tho streets of Boston, and the polico wore called 
to suppress the uprising. Serious personal injuries woro suffered 
by moiabors of both sociotios during this fray. It is Officer 
GOODMAN'S belief that the RUEG0VSH3 are in favor of adhoring to 
tho Russian government only as a moans of liberating the Armeni- 
ans from the domination of tho Turks. Ho doos not beliovo that 
the members of this organization havo Communistic tendencies and 
has never soon a member of the RUMGQVERS at any of the mootings of 
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August 15* 1942
